He 
early began te take an active part in 
politics, and in 1520 was elected speaker 
of the Maine house of represeutatives. 
In the same year hie was elected by the 
whig party to congress. He served 
in the house of representatives for six 
suecessive terms, after which he was, in 
1S41, elected United States senator. He 
was succeeded iu the senate, in 1547, by 
J. W. Bradbury, a democrat. In 1549 
Mr. Evans was appointed one of the 
commissioners of the hoard of claims 
ugainst Mexico, which position he held 
for several months. In 1855 he became 
attorney-general of Maine, and he occu. 
pied that position again in 1854 and 1556. 
At the time of his death Mr. Evaus had 
massed the age of seventy years. Mr.
